S tin* State Normal School of Loui iana, this Institution was established by 
l* gislative enactment in the year 1SS4, and was opened for the reception 
of students on November 1. lsv"» The purpose for which the institution 
was < rented is tin* training of the white youth of the State as t» achers. 
and it is the only state school established for this sole purpose. 

The Constitution of 1921 changed the name of the school to Louisiana 
State Normal College, although u full four-year course had been established in 191s 

Attendance at the Stale Normal College has increased from a score of students the 
first session to nearly 2500 in 1924; it Is now the tenth largest normal college in the 
United States. During the forty years of its existence, the separate yearly * nroll- 
uients total 39,700. According to a survey of the trained teachers of the State In 1924, 
tin* State Normal College has twice as many teachers in service as all the other teacher 
training schools in Louisiana combined. 

The Institution maintains the high standards of all the recognized American teacher 
training colleges In (Mitrance requirement*, qualifications of its teaching staff, 
amount and quality of work required, organization of its courses and curricula, the 
supervision of student activities, it is on a par with the best among tin* teacher training 
colleges of the country. 

The college plant Is valued at approximately $1,000,000. Following Is the equip¬ 
ment of buildings: two brick academic buildings, one frame science building, three 
lire proof concrete dormitories, one brick dormitory, eight frame dormitories, one con¬ 
crete dining hall and dormitory, one brick gymnasium, one concrete laundry building, one 
concrete power house, one brick inllrmary, one concrete dairy building, two frame duell¬ 
ings, three frame barns, two frame sleeping pavilllons, one frame carpentry and mach¬ 
ine shop, one frame coal bln, three frame poultry houses, and four cabins. 

Other equipment consists of a library with 20,000 volumes, a school of music with 
twenty four pianos, seven laboratories, concrete swimming pool, 2700 feet of covered 
walk, water plant with six wells and machinery, water reservoirs having capacity of 
130.000 gallons, two dynamos 100 k. w. and 75 k. \v„ three 120 h p boilers, complete 
let* plant, complete sewer system, complete steam heating system, fire apparatus valued 
at $4000, 410 acres of laud, dairy composed of sixty-one grade and registered Jersey 
cattle, ninety head l)uroc Jersey hogs, 1300 head poultry, five head of mules, and ath¬ 
letic park composing ten acres. 

It would seem from the foregoing that the State Normal College N well equipped, 
but such, however. Is not the case. The Institution Is sorely in need of a new build¬ 
ing to take the place of Hoyd Hall which is used for the classes In science, and which is 
a veritable tire trap, and a building In which should be housed the library, auditorium, 
offices of administration, and literary science halls. The 1925 Potpourri Staff sincere¬ 
ly hope that the staff of the 1925 year book will have the opportunity and pleasure of 
placing In the view section sketches of a new* Science Hall and Administration 
building.

THE APOSTLESHIP OF PRAYER 

The Apostleship of Prayer at the State Normal College is a represen¬ 
tative branch of the League of the Sacred Heart, universally established. 
It is a Catholic organization, the motives of which are to propagate the 
Catholic faith, to pray for sinners and the faithful departed, and to do 
charitable work. 

The Apostleship of Prayer is at present clothing and educating a 
little girl, and giving necessary aid to her family. 

A second work of charity carried on by the organization is the loan 
of a sum of money to the Normal College Alumni Association for the pur¬ 
pose of giving aid to any sixth termer who is not financially able to com¬ 
plete his course. 

The meetings are held regularly every Sunday in one of the class 
rooms where a program which consists of an opening prayer, hymns, relig¬ 
ious stories, and some religious reading is given. The Reverend Father 
Peguay visits the circle occasionally at which time he addresses it. This 
organization affords every Catholic member at the Normal an opportunity 
to spend an hour every Sunday afternoon in religious worship. 

The aim of the Association is properly termed by its statutes, uni¬ 
versal; that is, one that every Catholic can and should strive for; one that 
embraces every good object; and one that can be attained in some measure 
by every good work accomplished. 

The means employed to attain this object are, in general, prayer, 
whether mental or vocal; and good works of all kinds offered in union with 
the heart of Christ our Lord.
